AGREEJ.\.lEN'I BETWEEN 
THE GOVER.t~MENT o~· THE UNITED ST A ITS OF AMERICA 

AND 
TilE GO'VER.~ENT OF THE REPUBLIC OJ<' Y ANUATU 

CONCERNING THE PROGRAM OF TilE PEACE CORPS IN VANUATU 

Tbc Government of the United States of America (hereinafter ·'the United States") and the 
Government of the Republic ofVanuatu (bereinallcr '"Vanuatu"), recognizing the 
importance of developing mutually advantageous relationships and cooperation between 
their countries. have agreed as !blluw~: 

ARTICtF T 

1, The Govcmment of the United States shall furnish such Peace Corps Volunteers as 
may be requested by the Government of Vanuatu and approved by the Government of 
the United States to peribnn mutually agree~ ~lu> in Vanuatu. 

2. The Volunteers shall work under the immediate !:>Upervision of governmental and 
private organizations in Vruu1atu designated hy the two governments. 

3. The Govcrruncnt of the United States shall pn.widc training to enable the Volunteers to 
perfonn their tasks in the most effective manner. 

4. The Government ofVanualu shall bear such l.>hare of the costs of the Peace Corps 
program incurred in Vanuatu as the rwo governments may agree. 

ARTICLE II 

1. The Government of Vanuntu shall accord equitable treatment to the Volunteers and 
persons performing fundions under contract '<\lth the Peace Corps and their 
dependents and property; accord them and their property full aid and protection, 
including treatment no less favorable than that accorded generally to nationals of the 
United States residing in Vanuatu; ami tully inibrm, consult. and cooperate \Vith 
representatives ofthe United States ~with respect to a11 matters concerning them. 

2. The Government ofVanuatu shall exempt the Volunteers from all taxes on payments 
that they receive to defray their living costs, on income derived from their Peace Corps 
work. and on income from other sources outside Vanuatu; from all customs duties or 
other charges on their personal property introduced into Vanuatu for their own use; 
and from all other taxes or other charges (including immigratiQnlvi~ fees), except 
license fees. The Government of Vanuatu shall issue residence permits and visas 
(in~.:luding multiple-entry visas), ¥.ithout fee or other charge. lu Volunteers. 
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ARTICLE ll1 

l. The Government of the United States shall provide the Volunteers, the Peace Corps 
Representative, and staff of the Representative with such limited quantities of 
equipment and supplies as the two governments may consider necessary to enable the 
Volunteers m perform their tasks effectively. 

2. The Govemment of Vanuatu !~!hall exempt from all taxes (including value~added 
la.xes). customs duties, and other charges (induding license fees on conununications 
equipment owned and operated by Peace Corps) a.H equipment. supplies, and other 
goods and services introduced into or acquired in Vanuatu by the Government of the 
t:nited Stales, or any contractor financed by it, for usc hereunder. 

ARTICLE IV 

1. To enable the Government ofthe United States to discharge its n:spunsibilitics under 
this agreement, the Government of Vanuatu shall receive a Peace Corps 
Representative and such staff of the Representativt: (including mnployccs and persons 
performing functions under contract v.rith Peace Corps as designated by the Peace 
Corps Representative), and members of their families forming part of their households. 
as are acceptable to the Govemment ofVa.nuatu. Not\\~thstanding the provisions of 
any other agreement. the Government of Vanuatu shall exempt such persons, and 
members of their fumi I ies fom1ing part of their ht"::useholds, who are not citizens or 
permanent residents ofV anuatu from all taxes on int~ome dcri vcd irom their Peace 
Corps work or other sources outside Vanuatu. from aU customs duties and other 
charges on their personal property introduced into Vanuatu tbr their own use, and from 
all other taxes or other charges (including inunigration/visa fees), except license fees. 
In addition. such pers.ons~ and members of their families tbrming part of their 
households, shall be accorded status equivalent lo that ~corded administrative and 
technical statl personnel of the diplomatic mission of the United States, except they 
shall not be accorded immunities. 

2. The Government of Vanuatu shall issue residem::~ permits and visas (including 
multiple-entTy visas). without fee or other charge. to the Peace Corps Representative. 
stan: and individuals performing functions undt-7 this ag:ret:ment, and members of their 
families forming part of their households. 

ARTICLEV 

The Government of Vanuatu shalt exempt from investment and deposit requirements 
and currency controls all funds introduced into Vanuatu tor usc ln accordance with this 
agreement hy the Government of the United States or contractors financed hy iL Such 
fimds shall be convertible into the currency of Vanuatu at the highest rale that is not 
unlawful in Vanuatu, 

ARTICLE VI 

l. Appropriate rcprcS\:ntati vcs of the two governments may from time to tinlC make such 
arrangements \\ith respect to Peace Corps Volunteers and Peace Corps programs in 
Vanuatu as appear necessary or desirable 1br the purpose of implementing this 
agreement 
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2. An)' di!lpute~ arising under !.his agreement shaU be resolved amicably by the nvo 
governments. 

ARTICLE VH 

The undcrtaking!i- of each government herein are subject Lu the availability of funds. 

ARTICLE VIIT 

This agreement may be amended from time to time by mutual consent of the t\Vo 

govcrruncnts. Any such amendment shaH be in writing. In the event of a conflict 
benveen this agreement and a future agreement regarding cooperation to facilitate 
a-sshtance, this agreement shall prevail concerning the Peace Corps program. 

ARTICLE IX 

This agreement shall enter into force on the date of signature and shall remain in force 
until ninety days atlcr the date of the written notitic-ation lrom cil.hcr go'l:cmmcnt to the 
other of its intention to terminate the agreement. Thi~ agreement supersedes the 
Memorandum of Understanding between the Government ofthc United States of 
America and the Government of the Republic of Vanuatu on the Establishment of a 
Peace Corps Program in Vanuatu. signed October 2, 1989, \\'hich shaH terminate upon 
entry into force of this agreement.
